JUBILEE RUNS GOOD RACE, 



GIVES COLONEL JACK MUCH WEIGHT AND A 
BEATING IN FAST TIME. 



Trance Takes Another Stake Race and Again Equals 
the Track Record — Rumors of More Changes 
in Track Policies, 



New York, April 2»». — Jubilee gave further evi- 
dence of hU gtxKl class when he oulgauied and de- 
feated Colonel Jack in the seven furlongs liundieap 
at Aqueduct this afternoon. Jubilee was i-onceding 
twenty-tive )>ounds by the scale to Colonel Jack 
and, although the latter led from the start. Jubilee 
got up to oiitduish him under a skillful band ride 
by Shaw. The colt’s i>erformance was a remarkable 
one and demonstrates that he is a three-year-old 
to always be considered. There is always the In- 
clination to overrate a horse which shows up jiromin- 
ently so early in the season, but good and conserva- 
tive Judges predicted after bis race today that the 
three-year-olds that will beat him in the early part 
of the season can be counted on one hand. An 
ungainly head which is further accentuated by a 
pair of lop ears, makes him anything but beautiful 
to the eye, but this is forgotten when he settled 
down to business. Jubilee began slowly and was last 
on the far turn. But once straightened away in the 
long stretch he came ganuly with slight urging on 
the part of Shaw. Burns, who rode Colonel Jack, 
did not help the chances of liis mount by turning 
around to. see what the otlM*rs were doing and Sliaw 
clearly outrode him at the finish. 

Trance won the Ozone Stakes, the program’s fea- 
ture, in good style, running the half-mile in 4d? 
se<"onds. equalling the time she made in the Rose 
Stakes the second day of the meeting, and which is 
the track record. Among those behind IVance was 
Sea Swell, one of the good two-year-old develop- 
ments of the New Orleans meeting. Sea Swell 
was the opening favorite, but there was little 
support for him. He appeared to be lame when he 
t^ame on the track and tired badly after running 
second for three furlongs. Mr. Keene started two 
in this race. Apron and Voodoo, and the entry was 
favorite, but both were unplaced. Trance was 
weeded out of the Keene yearlings last fall, while 
Apron and Voodoo were reserved, as was M’llditigeon, 
which was beaten by Trance in the Rose Stakes. 
Erbert, from the stable of Sam Emery, was heavily 
backed, but could do no better than third.

two-year-old race, was backed from 8 to 5 to 4 to 
.’5, but Preceptor led all the way and stood a hard 
drive to l>eat the favorite by a length and a half. 
His victory was the first of the season for the 
Netvcastle Stable. Tliree favorites won. while 
Trance shared the position with the Keene entry In 
the Ozone Stakes. 

These are the days of rumors, and some new 
scheme of turf reform is heard of on every day, 
but usually are Idle dreams. One of these, that 
bobbed up today, was that the price of admission 
to the track would be raised. TTils was met with 
an emphatic denial from all sources of authority. 
Another, which was neither confirmed nor denied, 
was that at the next meeting of the Jockey Club 
stewards a rule would be made prohibiting trainers 
from going into the betting ring. This would put 
them practlcall.v on the same footing as the riders. 
There is no doubt that some of those who travel on 
a trainer’s badge are much busier about the betting 
ring than in the paddock, but the stewanls are not 
in the habit of forecasting prospective turf legis- 
lation of this character, and the rumor may turn 
out to be baseless as have many others. 

Gus Straus pulled up very lame after the steeple- 
chase, and from appearances will not go to the 
post again soon. 

Jockeys Falrbrother and McCahev left tonight 
for Baltimore, and will ride at the Pimlico meeting. 
Trainer Thomas McCreery, who is still in the hos- 
pital at Washington, is showing considerable im- 
provement, according to advices received from Mrs. 
McCreery. 

The attendance was big for Monday, especially 
as the weather was far from promising at noon 
time.

Guides Four Winners to Victory at Oakland and

Oakland, Cal., .\pril 20. — Walter Miller's superb 
horsemanship was the outstanding feature of the 
lug at Oakland today. The champion jin-key scored 
four victories in quick succession with Martiiuiias, 
Prudent. Gateway and Lisaro. Only the first named 
was actual favorite in the betting. Miller did not 
ride in the fifth, but lauded the favorite. Fireball, 
in third place, although the horse was palpably un- 
fit. 

The enthusiasm of the gr- at crowd of spectators 
had steadily increased aud finally climaxed with his 
fourth achievement on Lisaro, Lucky Baldwin's 
moody son of Key el Santa .\nita, whose convincing 
I»erformance today today efr<-ctually removed what- 
ever doubt may have existed as to the culpability 
of his former trainer. G. W. Baldwin, in the matter 
of the horse’s recent unsatisfactory running.
